A LEAF OF NOMADIC LORE.

Modern palmistry, as Is well known, owes
miont of ite development to D'Arpentigny. This
gentleman was a French captain, and, while
serving in the Bpanish wars, had his attention
aecidentally directed to the soience of ohirog-
momy. Ome day satntering along the roads of
Andaluein, he was accosted by a gipsy, who
anked his hand to draw a horossope. The girl,
who was of Moorish blood, was very beantifal,
and, begging him with much impoﬂlﬂ:"!;-l
D’ Arpentigny smilingly consented to suim
his hand to her investigation. He listened to
her grave recital of some wuml.nr[ul pradiotion
abont the generosity of the Hentenant; and,
eontinuing his way, he reflovted om that form
of divipation by the lines of the hand, and on
eertuin faptastio terms whish the th-wnm_n
had nsed. Hesanid to himeell that although ohi-
FOWAKCY, practised by Bohemians and {gnoraut
mountebanks, wasonly aninnocentsuperstition
W llrl"'" po i Taw penos, it was not the less (roe
that, i displaying their pretended goléuce,
those same people repeat words handed down
by their fathers, who have also derived them
from theh' ancestors. Amidst such empty
jargon, detailed by those people, the obssrver
may plok up some expresgions, apparently de
rived from fsome dexd Inugnage, whose meta
phorioal charscter alons preserves ita exisl
enoce. Inm his eager and prolonged research
after some written knowledge of the solenoe,
he ransncked the workas of Avicenna and Treti
ehiuns, corroborated thelr opivions with the
writings of Autiochus, Tibertus, and Taisioer;
he dived into lato and Aristotle, Plolemy and
Averroes; in shorl, he read everything he
eonld get beariog on the subjeot, until, after
eomplutely moddling his brains with the
opinions and counteér-opinions of others, Le
judged rightly that all sx h theorizing wonld
only be donbt and conjecture until the trath
whas established h'\‘ obgervation. He then sat
himeeli to compare the haods of every oue
with whom he was acquainted, remarking the
most minute details of thelr conformation, and
analyzing various aspects, until at last he
built up asysten based npon these resvarches.
This work has been praised by Lamartine,
Jules Janin, J. M. Dargaud, Barthelemy, and
others,

The main principles and the data of this
work have been translated and embodied ina
book snti led "“Modern Palmistry,' first pub-
lished in Loodon, aond relssued in this connlry,
The volume coutains, alzo, ontlines of the sys-
tem of Desbarrolles, together with a sketch of
the scignce ns it existed in aocient times, and

as it I8 now practised Among the gipsies,
With a good deal that in purely fancifal and
abiurd, the book combine: e that is sug-
gentive and of real scientifle value, It woald

be absurd to suppose that a sclenve whioh has
been practised smong men for some foar thou-
sand years, i# enlirely without a fonndation in
trath, The volume, however, will prova prin-
eipally desirable as 8 means of whiling away
an idle hour, and as a guide for those who
with to plsy at hand-reading and fortane
telling.

The modern science of chiromanoy, as esta-
blisked by I)'Arpentigny, classifies hands in
seven orders—the elementary, with a large
palm; the necessary or spatule.shaped; the
artistio or conical; the useful or equare; the
philosophical or knotted; the psyshological
or pointed; and the mixed hand,

BIGKE OF THE PALM.

In the palm of the hLand is placed the sign
of the bodily desires, and, to a certain degres
that of the intensity of the intellegtual -LiiLi’-
tudes whioh theso desires determnine. Too
slim, narrow, and feebly, it indicates a weak
and nnsuggestive tempermment; an imagina-
tion without warmth aund power; instinets
withont capacity, If itis plinat, of a suita
ble thickness and surface—that is to say, in
harmony with the proportions of the fiugara
and thomb, there will be an aptitade for all
the pleasures of life, and the feclings, easily
excited, will give scope to the imagination.
Shonld it present developments too wmarked,
withont ceasing to be pliant, egotiam and
pensuality will be the dominant iuclinations.
